Metcalf Admits Error 


Bor many years, Senator Lee Metcalf (D.- 
Mont.) has trumpeted across the nation that in- 
vestor-owned electric utilities were “overcharging” 
their customers. Basis for his charge was that 
anything the utilities earned above a 6 per cent 
rate of return was an overcharge. 


Recently, during hearings being conducted in 
Washington by the Senator on his Consumer’s 
Counsel Bill (S. 607), Senator Metcalf publicly 
admitted that the 6 per cent rate of return is not 
valid. 


This admission came following testimony by 
Edwin Vennard, managing director of the Edison 
Electric Institute; Bruce Mansfield, president of 
Ohio Edison Company, and Leon Keyserling, for- 
mer chairman of the Council of Economic Advisors 
under President Truman. 


unm Mr. Keyserling’s testimony, Senator 
Metcalf interrupted to say “. .. after hearing this 
testimony, and after having such a renowned and 
respected economist as you are, misinterpret the 
purpose of the 6 per cent . . . I will concede that 
the attempt we had to try to make a uniform com- 
parison with the 6 per cent rate of return, or pro- 
bably any rate of return — probably isn’t a good 
idea,” 


What the Senator omitted saying is that the 
book “Overcharge,” which he co-authored, is based 
on the 6 per cent rate of return. If the 6 per cent 
rate of return isn’t a valid comparison, this book 
lacks validity. 


And that’s what many people thought all along.

The study was made at 

the outfall of the Waukegan Generating Station of Commonwealth Edison Company 

in Michigan. Neither bottom-living organisms nor sport fish suffered any apparent 

deterious effects from the discharges, the scientists said. 


REA REVISES G&T The Rural Electrification Admin- 
LOAN PROVISIONS istration has announced the revision 
of loan policies for building generation 
and transmission facilities. As now stated, the REA policy will be to grant loans 
"where no adequate and dependable source of power is available to meet consumers' 
needs'' and ''where the rates offered by existing power sources would result ina 
higher cost of power to the consumers than the cost from facilities financed by 
REA, and the amount of power cost savings that would result from the REA-financed 
facilities bears a significant relationship to the amount of the proposed REA loan.'"! 


CHAIRMAN WHITE Lee C. White has resigned as chair- 

RESIGNS FPC POST man of the Federal Power Commission, 
effective no later than the end of 

July. Mr. White, chairman since March 6, 1966, said there are ''a few major 

items pending before the commission" that should be concluded before he leaves 

his post. There was no specific mention of whether one of those items might be a 

revised "reliability" bill. 


SITING BILL PLANNED Sen. Edmund S. Muskie says he will 
FOR THERMAL PLANTS introduce new legislation to provide 

"extensive consideration" of the 
effects of thermal power plants on the environment. A new England group backing 
the bill claims existing procedures for review and approval of thermal plan con- 
struction do not provide adequate consideration of the effects on water and related 
land resources. The group adds that it believes a special region-wide study of 
future thermal plant sites is urgently needed. 


REASON URGED IN Atomic Energy Commissioner 

DISCUSSING ATOM Wilfred Johnson has urged that reason 
prevail in discussions of the atom's 

effect on the environment. ''There is a great deal of uninformed talk today about the 


peaceful atom, and there are allegations that nuclear power has been subjected to 
forced feeding by some government-industrial complex. Some people seem more 
interested in arousing public anxiety than true public interest and understanding. 
There is no doubt that the American people today are deeply and rightfully con- 
cerned about the maintenance and enhancement of the environment...A few, however, 
would disrupt any public consideration of our need for meeting the nation's enormous 
and rapidly increasing requirements for electricity with inuendo and the other 
familiar tools of the demagogue..."

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(fusion) research program at the university, the 
students and teachers were exposed to how the 
university, in co-operation with the utility firms, 
is harnessing nuclear power for such purposes 
as the generation of electric power. The partici- 
pants spent two afternoons touring the science 
laboratories at the university where experiments 
were being carried on in thermonuclear (fusion) 
research by the university for the Texas Atomic 
Energy Research Foundation. 

Highlights of the trip included addresses by 
James T. Ramey, a member of the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission and Dr. Norman Hackerman, 
president of the university. 

Other noted speakers included Dr. Peter For- 
tescue, chief research and development engineer, 
for Gulf General Atomic Inc. of San Diego, Calif. ;

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"Gold Medallion’ Windmill Going Up 


\) \ e 1. (Mooch) Ingwerson has compiled an 


enviable record in the Port Arthur Division’s Resi- 
dential Sales Department, but even Mooch would 
have been skeptical if someone told him he would 
one day sell a Gold Medallion windmill. 

Yet that is what he has done. The windmill, an 
all-electric structure, is going up in the heart of 
Nederland, a bustling little city in the Mid-Jeffer- 
son County area between Beaumont and Port 
Arthur. 

The windmill was the brainchild of M.L.C. 
Lucke, Nederland insurance man and contractor 
who deals almost exclusively in Gold Medallion 
homes. 

The 40-foot-high windmill will be a main at- 
traction of the Gulf Coast city which boasts a rich 
Dutch heritage. Immigrants from Holland settled 
the city in 1896, and their descendants are some of 
the city’s leading citizens today. 


R ECORDS indicate that Nederland was found- 
ed almost by accident when a young Hollander 
named G. J. Rienstra struck camp south of Tevis 
Bluff (now Beaumont), intending to go further 
the next day. He changed his mind, however, and 
remained to build his home at the campsite. 

An agent of the Port Arthur Land and Abstract 
Company, first owner of the land, later was sent 
to Holland to attract more of the hardy Dutch 
people. These settlers made their way to the area 
settled by Mr. Rienstra and called it Netherland 
after the mother country. The pronunciation later 
caused the spelling of the town’s name to be changed 
to Nederland. 

A reprint of an interview with the wife of Mr. 
Rienstra contains still more interesting information 
on early life in the community. 

“Mosquitoes bothered the first settlers even 
more than they do now,” she recalled. “It was 
nothing to see smudge fires burning around the 
community church on Sunday to protect the (horse) 
teams from mosquitoes. And when the girls went 
to dances, they wrapped newspapers around their 
legs and pulled their hose over them.” 


cc history of Nederland will be depicted by 
the windmill, said Mr. Lucke, and a museum con- 
taining items representative not only of the Dutch 
but of French and other nationalities will be in- 
stalled on the second floor of the three-story 
structure.

“Lights will be installed on the blades of the 
windmill itself,” said Mr. Lucke, “and we will light 
them up on special occasions. Later, we hope the 
windmill will become part of the state’s Heritage 
Trail program to attract tourists.”
